trout finygerlinyrs are being transfer- 
red from hatcheries to trout feeding 
stations. 

These fish will be fed during the 
summer, to be released in the public 
waters after September 1 as advanc- 
ed fish from four to seven and a 
half inches long. 

An unusually rapid growth of trout 
has been observed this spring in 
hatcheries having spring water sup- 
Plick wm which the temperature ranges 
from 45 to 47 degrees. Many of these 
trout are now two inches im length. 

The Baldwin and White River sta- 
tions have been considerably enlarg- 
ed, the Baldwin station having ac- 
commodations for about twice as 
many fingerlings as in former, years. 

The Fish Division has announced 
that feeding stations will ba stocked 
this year a3 follows: 

Baldwin, 500,000 brook, 300,000 
brown and 200,000 rainbow trout, 
White River, 450,000 brook trout.
